Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 16 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The Examiner agrees with Applicant's remarks that the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest the limitations of the claims (pages 9 thru 11). In particular, 
Miyazaki shows a filter however coil L3 connected to the second branch unit 30 does 
not supply power form the original power source thru the coil. Similarly, Matsumoto nor 
Madenokuji show the limitations above nor would it have been obvious to do so thus the 
claims are found allowable. 

The Examiner notes rejections under 35 USC 112 have been withdrawn.
